The  1983-84  Varsity  Swimming  and  Diving  Team  plunged 
right  into  the  first  couple  of  weeks  of  the  season  with  victories 
over  Randolph-Macon  Women's  College,  Mary  Baldwin  Col- 
lege, and  Pfieffer  College.  Before  the  season  was  even  half 
over,  five  Sweet  Briar  records  had  been  broken,  one  pool 
record  broken,  and  swimmers  had  qualified  in  four  events  for 
the  O.D.A.C.  All-Conference  Team  and  in  two  events  for  the 
Division  III  Nationals.
